A week ago the Wilmington 
Planning Board heard |from the 
engineers and othefts/ who are 
studying the proposals for an 
Alternate Route 129, from 
Shawsheen Avenue throught 
Wilmington to Interstate 93 and to 
Reading. 

Everything seemed to have been 
simplified from the previous pic- 
ture where seventeen or eighteen 
routes had to be considered 
because of the 1969 impact of the 
Conservation laws. 

The proposals, last week, had 
been brought down to four. Two of 
the routes would basically be along 
the ‘Fred Cain’ route, one to join 
Lowell Street (and Main Street) 
somewhere beyond the junction of 
Lowell and Main, and the other to 
continue on to a point close to 
Route 93. 

The alternatives, two in number, 
would be along Main Street and 
Lowell Street, the present system. 
In one instance there would be ‘no 
change’ and everyone agreed that 
this was really no proposal. 

The other proposal for Main 
Street etc. was to have a widening 
of Main and Lowell Streets. In 
Wilmington Square, the Planning 
Board was told, this would mean a 
viaduct. The board was told that if 
such a viaduct was to be built, 
there would be room for parking 


will be_no building where the 
barbershop, the pharmacy, and the 
Sweetheart Plastics outlet is 
located. The viaduct would start 
somewhere in the vicinity of the 
two banks, perhaps removing 
those two institutions too. It would 
continue over the hill, and remove 
the old theatre building, and some

The source of information was 
Rogar Worth, the Planning Intern 
who is working for the Planning 
Board and attending Tufts Univer- 
sity. Mr. Worth, as a part of his 
duties, attends on- Wednesday 
evenings, the meetungs of a com- 
mittee of Reading and Wilmington 
persons, of state DPW personnel, 
and of personnel who are conduc- 
ting the study. They have been con- 
sidering the proposals, ecept that 
they call them ‘alternatives’. 

Mr. Worth seems to know wh$t 
he was talking about. It Proposal 
Sixteen comes to fruition there 
most certainly be some changes in 
Wilmington Square.

School enrollment 
takes a drop 


Pupil enrollment in the 
Wilmington Public Schools has 
dropped, as of October first, when 
compared to the figures of a year 
ago. 

October firsty is the official time 
to take a count. In 1974 on October 
first there were 5415 pupils in the 
Wilmington schools. In 1975 the 
number had dropped to ‘5284, 131 
less than a year ago. 

The high school a year ago had a 
count of 1481. This year the count 
is 1417. a loss of 64 pupils. 

The Superintendent of Schools, 
commenting on the situation has 
pointed to the enlarged facilities of 
the Shawsheen Technical High 
School as being partly responsible 


for the drop in enrollment in 
Wilmington High. Walter Pierce 
also says that there are pupils who 
do not care for the freshman 
schedule, and who have 
transferred to other schools. 

Austin Prep. in Reading, is 
reported to have a larger enroll- 
ment of Wilmington boys this year, 
and a few more girls are said to be 
attending Our Lady of Nazareth 
Academy. 

ith a couple of exceptions, there 
are fewer children in each class of 
the elementary schools, this year 
There are, for instance, 19 less in 
the Kindergarden, and in the 
Intermediate Schools there isan in- 
crease. net. of 19. The decreases 
are in the first six grades.

Wilmington, a couple of years ago, had 
some muddy water in its water lines, and 
some people, naturally enough, were com- 
plaining. 

It was a case of too much iron ore in the 
ground --bog iron,/so called. Bog iron is 
very ‘common in this part of Middlesex 
County, and. wherever there is or was a 
meadow there one can probably find bog 
iron. The early Puritans established the 
first iron smelter in America, down in 
Saugus, using bog iron for a source. 

The engineering firms that advise Water 
Commissioners in Middlesex County know 
of the prevelance of bog iron. Indeed* so 
does every Civil Engineer in the area. It 
would seem that water departments should 
place their wells in sandy ground, where 
the bog iron does not occur. That does not 
happen very often. Perhaps there is a good 
reason for not locating in sandy areas. 

Anyway, when Wilmington’s water turn- 
ed black, a couple of years ago the situation 
turned political, which is not always a nice 
thing to have happen. Political solutions 
are not always common sense solutions.

wells on two sites, off Butters Row, and off 
Aldrich Road. The,water was too rusty. 

Since then Wilmington has been running 
on borrowed time, so as to speak. Without 
those two well fields, the situation is 
critical. 

If another well field goes out of order - 
develops iron ore, or some other form of 
malady, Wilmington residents might 
suddenly find themselves rationed. That’s 
how the situation is. 

A couple of years ago the Water Com- 
missioners asked, inthe Town Meeting, for 
a $2 million appropriation, with which to 
build a plant designed to rectify and clean 
the water, take out the iron ore and other 
substances. The Town Meeting turned it 
down. Only 31 persons voted for it. The 
situation was too political. 

But something could occur, this fall, this 
winter, or maybe next spring which would 
make the people of Wilmington wish they 
had voted that $2 million. 

If just one more well field goes - things 
might be just too bad. Wilmington will 
have had it - in the sense of getting fresh, 
clean water from the tap at the kitchen 
sink.

New site for bank was 
home of The Shamrock 


The land on which the new Co- 
Operative Bank building is to be 
erected. in North Wilmington is 
the site of a building which was 
known to several generations of 
Wilmington residents as The 
Shamrock and which probably pre- 
dated the incorporation of 
Wilmington back in 1730. 

The house was known for a 
number of generations as the 
Squire Eames House, named 
probably for the Samuel Eames 
who was Town Clerk of 
Wilmington for a decade, before 
the War of 1812. 

The joker is that there was a 
prior Samuel Eames, who was 
born in Woburn, and who was the 
father of the Daniel Eames of 
whom the Town Crier has written, 
in days past. Daniel Eames lived 
in the home which is now the home 
of Ronald and Mitzi Wolff, on 
Woburn Street. and which was the 
Eames Farm for two and a half 
centuries. 

But Daniel Eames, by good 
evidence. was born in Wilmington. 
It could have: been in the house 
which stood on Middlesex Avenue, 
in which case his father Samuel 
was diving there. in 1697, when 
Daniel was born. 

The late Mrs. Arthur Sim: 
declared. about 40 rs ag@ that 
the home had Daas BLS Ben- 
jamin Harnden, and she did) not 
assign a date of 1697 or 
thereabouts to the house. The lady 
was quite careful in her research. 

But the old house had a gambrel 
roof. such as were being built 
about the time of King William's 


War. and that would make 1690 - 
17:: a probable date. 

One thing is certain - a Samuel 
Eames did live there. There is 
also the good presumption that two 
men by the name of Samuel 
Eames lived there. and that the 
house was in existance before 1697. 

The second Samuel Eames, he 
who was called Squire Eames, was 
a son of the John Eames who lived 
in the Wolff home. and a grandson 
of Daniel. Squire Eames served 
both as a Town Clerk and as a 
Selectman. and his signature may 
be seen on many of the old 
documents of Wilmington. 

He had. in his time, two wives, 
the second being a sister of Major 
Samuel Hopkins. of Hopkins 
Street. whom he married in 
November 1822. Squire Eames 
was probably about 67 years old, at 
that time and his bride was 25. 

But the greatest claim to fame 
for the old homestead brought it 
the name of The Shamrock, from 
the Irish boarders who lived there. 

Mike and Susan McEnroe moved 
up from Wakefield about 1870 and 
bought the old house, then across 
the street from a tannery operated 
by Perry and Cutler. 

Mike. who was a baker and who 
worked for the Bond Baking Com- 
pany. of Wilmington. and also had 
a side job as a watchman at the 
Glen Road crossing of the Wildcat 
Railroad. The watchman’s shanty 
was in the corner nearest to the 
present St. Thomas Church, and 
the meadow which was later 
Kelley's Meadow had, at that 
time. a substantial pond known as 


during early 1976. 

The new building is designed and built by 
Royal Longstreet Building Systems of 
Topsfield. Ed Deloury, a local contractor now 
living in Andover, is one of the subcontractors 


Cole's Pond. Sam Cole lived on the 
hill above the railroad. and used to 
sharpen skates for the kids in 
winter time 

Anyway. Mike and Susan 
McEnroe took in boarders, Irish 
men who were working at the 
tannery. and thus the home got its 
name of The Shamrock. 

Mike and Susan were ancestors 
of the McMahon families of 
Wilmington, -and one of their 
boarders was a young Irishman 
named Bill Grimes. who was an 
engineer at the tannery, and who 
has a number of descendants living 
in Wilmington. 

Bill Grimes bought the place, 
about 1900. and the McEnroe fami- 
ly moved up to the ‘“‘bakery house" 
which stood between the present 
First Baptist Church and the pre- 
sent Library. Mrs. McEnroe, in 
her later years. used to tell how 
she had lived in four homes in 
Wilmington and had never changed 
her address. because all the homes 
were on Middlesex Avenue. 

Bill lived in the old Shamrock for 
years. "He was a special 
policeman. and one of the men who 
were in the Fire Company founded 
by Caleb Harriman, when that 
gentleman was the owner of the 
tannery. Eventually he sold the 
house. 

The last owners were the 
Tibbetts family Elizabeth 
Tibbetts was the last tq live in it. 

After she moved the hduse 
became the victim of an arsonist, 
perhaps The Arsonist, who burned 
some 20 plus homes in 
Wilmington. in 1966 - 70.

Solon, Condon clash 


over change order 


Tewksbury Selectman Norman 
O. Boudreau continued his 
criticism of DPW Supt. John Con- 
don at the selectmen’s DPW 
meeting Thursday. October 2. This 
time the battle was over a $4,274 
change order. added to the $17,200 
contract to rebuild the youth 
‘center 

Condon reported the center 
would be substantially completed 
within a week. and his report 
sparked Boudreau's criticism of 
the change order. 

Boudreau said Condon approved 
the change order without the 
board's approval, and stressed the 
action constituted making a con- 
tract on behalf of the town. 

Condon countered that the board 
had approved the change order. 
Boudreau charged that although 
the Selectmen had agreed to allow 
a change order, Condon hadn’t the 
right to approve the actual docu- 
ment himself. He said the board 
should have approved the docu- 
ment itself. 

Chairman Joseph J. Whalen 
stressed that Condon had discuss- 
ed the change order with both the 
selectmen and the town counsel, 
before taking action on it. Whalen 
indicated that action was suf- 
ficient. 

Notwithstanding, the board 
voted unanimously to approve 
Boudreau’s motion that the 
selectmen ratify the change order. 

In other action, the board set 
Thursday. Oct. 9, as the date for a 


public hearing on approval of 
accepting Arkansas Road as a 


public way. That action was sub- 


Ject to the planning board's ap- 


proval of plans for the slightly 
relocated road. 

The board also unanimously 
agreed to meet in the future to con- 
sider DPW matters on the first, 
third. and if there is one, fifth 
Thursday of the month. They also 
agreed to include a place on their 


} 


agendas for Tuesday night 
meetings to cover DPW matters 
that couldn't wait until the next 
regular meeting on DPW matters 

The selectmen voted 3 - 2 to 

award the town’s road salt con- 
tract for the coming year to Inter- 
national Salt, with deliveries com- 
ing from the Rowe Contracting Co. 
of Revere. International and 
another firm had the lowest bids, 
each of $16.80 a ton. Chairman 
Whelan. Boudreau and Frank A. 
Antonelli were in favor. Selectmen 
Neil Niven Jr. and Joseph A. 
McNeil were opposed. 
« Niven argued that the board 
should award the contract to both 
of the low bidders to insure that if 
one couldn't deliver in an 
emergency. the other could be con- 
tacted. Under Niven’s plan both 
firms would normally get 50 per- 
cent of the contract unless one 
couldn't meet its contract 
obligations. McNeil joined Niven 
in supporting that belief, stressing 
Niven’s background as a road com- 
missioner made him well versed in 
problems concerning roads. Niven 
said the road commissioners nar- 
mally took the steps he had 
suggested. * 

The board also awarded a con- 
tract for lubrication oil, hydraulic 
fluid and gasoline to the Garrity 
Oil Co.. of Quincy. Garrity was the 
low bidder on the oil portions of the 
contract, and guaranteed to supply 
the town’s gasoline needs based on 
standard prices to mass buyers, 
with a .0025 cent per gallon dis- 
count. Only Garrity bid on the gas- 
oline portion of the contract. 

The Tewksbury selectmen have 
directed DPW Supt. John Condon 
and Police chief John F. Sullivan 
to identify roads in the town not 
controlled by the state where traf- 
fic safety problems exist. 

The information will be used to 
seek staté aid for traffic signs and 
lights, painted street lines, guar-

: School warning 
Like some other towns and 
cities, Wilmington is to have some 
flashing lights. near the schools, to 
warn motorists of the times when 
the pupils are arriving or leaving. 

Work started last August, and 
the bases are in position, waiting 
to receive the towers with the 
clockwork and their flashing 
lights. There has been a hitch. 

There is no provision in the stan- 
dard clocks that go into those 
towers for towns and cities who 
have Wednesday afternoon 
teachers’ conferences etc. and 
which causes the schools to be 
closed. Wilmington has to have 
special clocks designed, to take 
care of that difficulty in the tim- 
ing. 

When they arrive the public will 
know. for the lights will be flashing 
for 45 (or about that) minutes 
before school opens, and then for 
another period after school closes 
to warn the motorists.

Wilmington’s Water Com- 
missioners have signed an agree- 
ment with the Town of Billeriia, 
whereby Billerica sewer contrac- 
tors will be allowed into the 
Wilmington sewer mains, on 
Woburn Street. near the Woburn 
line 

For this the Town of Billerica 
will pay $10.000 to the Town of 
Wilmington, plus another sum to 
the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. The MDC operates the 
sewers in the greater Boston area. 

The agreement is as of July 1.
